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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To tHE HonoRABLE COMMISSIONERS OF HILLSBOROUGH CouUNTY. 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to present to you my fourth 
annual report of the sanitary condition of the Hillsborough 
County Almshouse. 

The whole number cared for has been 201. In consequence of 
the late law passed by this state, relative to the support of pau- 
pers, the number has been much increased, and many of them are 
those of advanced age and very infirm, and some in the last stages 
of disease. Although the number has been quite large no prevail- 
ing disease has invaded the institution. With prompt attention 
to the sick and the cleanliness in which the institution is always 
kept in all its various a,artments, and the kindness and unwearied 
attention of the Superintendent and Matron, the health of the in- 
mates has been quite good. The health of the insane inmates 
and their condition has been very comfortable,through the past, 
year. The addition of the new building which has been erected 
the past year ‘has done much to make the condition of this un- 
fortunate class better. To the Superintendent and Matron of the 
institution I return my sincere thanks for their kind attention to 
the sick which have been under my charge. To the Commissioners 
I commend much for the interest and zeal they always manifest 
for the good of the institution. There hfs been fourteen deaths 
and four births during the past year. (See table below.)

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 





In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the County Commissioners of Hillsborough County, in the fore- 
going pages present a statement of the receipts and expenditures 
of the County for the year ending Dee. 81, 1875. 

The number of inmates admitted at the County Almshouse in 
Wilton, during the past year, is 206; average weekly number, 157, 
costing about $1.55 per week for their support. 

Number at the Almshouse, January 1, 1876, 195. 

Number of persons supported at the Reform School the past 
year, is 53, nearly one half of its inmates. Costing the County 
$5,609.85. 

Number of persons paid for at the N.H. Insane Asylum, is 10. 
Cost to the County, $1,430.17. An increase over last year of 
$492.53. 

The whole nnmber of persons committed to the County Jail 
was 154. Costing $8,003.44. An increase over last year, $1,421.78. 

In Jail, January Ist, 1875,—67. 

The Legislature passed at the last June Session, a law abolishing 
all town settlements, acquired prior to the year 1860, This change 
has increased the list of County paupers more than one hundred 
and fifty. Taking the burden from the cities aid towns and add- 
ing it to the County. Consequently increasing the expenses of 
the County for their support. From our observation, we doubt 
the expediency of the change. 

In the year 1872, the County Convention appropriated two 
thousand dollars and authorized the Commissioners to erect an 
additional Insane Ward at the County Farm for theuse of the 
female insane. As there was no particular increase of this class 
at that immediate period, the Commissioners deemed it inexpedi- 
ent to incur theexpense. Since the change ofthe law in June, the 
increase has been so large—the main building full—necessity 
obliged the erection of the new ward. The wooden building for- 
merly occupied as a work shop at the jail was taken down and re- 
moved to the farm. A suitable ward 30 by 36, two and a half 
stories in height, has been made from it, and is one of the most 
convenient buildings at the farm. It is painted and grained, heat 
by steam, well ventilated, will accommodate twenty-five persons 
and cost $2,072.79. 

The old insane ward is now occupied by males; the new ward 
by the females, with a separate enclosure for each building. Here- 
tofore the females occupied the upper, and males the lower story 
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of the old insane ward. This is a very desirable change for many 
reasons. 

At the last session of the legislature, the County Convention 
voted to make the county jail at Manchester, a County House of 
Correction for the county, so that a certain class of persons could 
be sentenced to labor instead of being sent to jail to be boarded, 
clothed and furnished a home during the winter months. Many 
ot this class prefer the odium of jail-birds than earn an honest liv- 
ing. September Term of the Court found 65 persons confined in 
the county jail, for which more than one hundred and sixty-two 
dollars per week was paid from the County Treasury for their 
board, besides a bill for clothing. The County Convention also 
authorized the Commissioners to sell the old wooden work 
shop at the jail and to erect an addition thereto to be used as a 
House of Correetion and work shop. The Commissioners adver- 
tised for sealed proposals for the erection of a brick building agree- 
able to plans and specifications, furnished by George W. Stevens, 
Ksq., architect. Head & Dowst were the lowest bidders. A con- 
tract was made with them to erect the building above the under- 
pinning, for $4,290 exclusive of the cells and plumbing. Bodwell 
& Co, turnished the stone work by the perch, at a cost of $847.43. 
Caswell & Stebbins contracted to build the cells,and furnish the 
plumbing, for $453.00. A, H. Lowell, bill of iron work, $248.56. 
The painting was done by the prisoners. Whole cost of the build- 
ing is about $6,000. Water has been introduced into the jail from 
the city water works, as the cisterns proved inadequate to furnish 
a supply. The winter had so far advanced, before the completion 
of the building, but little has been done to encourage honest in- 
dustry at the jail. The Commissioners will soon arrange for at 
least ten hours per day of stone breaking for each inmate. If it is 
not found to be a paying operation in a pecuniary way, certainly 
honest industry can be developed and encouraged and gentle ex- 
ercise furnished for the muscular powers. It is hoped that break- 
ing stone by hand power will have a tendency to greatly reduce 
the number of persons to be sent to jail, thus saving a large ex- 
pense to the county. 

The severe Tramp Law enaeted at the last session of the legis- 
lature has worked very beneficially not only in this county, but 
throughout the State, ridding society of a class of persons dan- 
gerous to life and property. 

- The county debt, by the treasurer’s report, shows an increase of 
some $10,000. This amount will be decreased five thousand dol- 
lars, as that amount was raised by taxation to build the jail exten- 
sion and will be repaid to the County Treasurer before August 
25th. . 

The erection of the new female insane ward, costing about 
$2100; the extraordinary court expense of over $7000, for two 
trials of Elwin W. Major; the increased expense of supporting 
paupers by change of time of settlement from 1840 to 1860, 
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readily accounts for the increase of the county debt, which we 
. trust is only temporary. 


COUNTY BONDS. 


$38,000 of county bonds became due in the years 1870, 1873 
and 1875, and have been paid. By vote of the County Conven- 
tion held in June last, the commissioners issued thirty-five thous- 
and dollars of county bonds, dated Sept. 1, 1875, payable in 
twenty years, bearing six per cent annual interest, to replace the 
bonds already paid, and $20,000 becoming due Sept. 1, 1875, the 
bonds were sold by the County Treasurer at par. 

The amount of county bonds now outstanding is $75,000, paya- 
ble as follows: $10,000 due Dec. 1, 1878; $20,000 due Sept. 1, 
1880; $10,000 due Dec. 1, 1883; $35,000 due Sept. 1, 1895. 


COUNTY FARM. 


The usual perplexing duties incident to the successful manage- 
ment of the Almshouse, Insane Wards and the large number of 
persons to be cared for at the farm, have been well performed by 
Mr. & Mrs. Bumpus, during the past year, to the entire satisfac- 
tion of the Commissioners. 

A school has been maintained at the farma large portion of the 
year. The crops during the past year have been very good, ‘ex- 
cepting a total failure of the crop of apples and a very light crop 
of hay. 

The buildings at the county farm are in good repair. No more 
money will be required to be expended there for several years un- 
less it is thought best to rebuild the small barn, the cost of which 

is estimated at $800. ; 

During the year 1874—5, the Commissioners purchased two wood 
lots at a cost of $700, to supply fuel for the farm. The immense 
quantity of wood that was represented to have been growing on 
the farm when it was purchased by the County,-has very rapidly 
disappeared, and has been supplemented by the purchase of hun- 
dreds of cords since the removal from. Goffstown. Of the wood 
now suitable to be cut on the farm, it is estimated at two hundred 
cords which will supply wood for one year. Wood has become 
quite scarce in the vicinity of the farm, and no doubt coal will have 
to be used in the future, and would be the most economical if it 
could be obtained without hauling it from the railroad depot at 
East Wilton, a distance of nearly five miles over a road that runs 
up hill one half of the whole distance; some of it ata grade of 
one hundred and fifty feet to a mile. 

“No more money should be expended at the ‘county farm for 
permanent improvements than is actually necessary, as the re- 
moval of the county farm from its present inaccessible location is 
but a matter of time. 

Upon the examination of the table of statistics in this report it 
will be found that the large towns and cities furnish most ‘of the 
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paupers and criminals. Many of the towns are released from this 
burden, as this class usually flock into the cities and villages and 
then become a public charge. Manchester furnishes nearly one 
half of the inmates at the county farm. Nashua one fourth, the 
other one fourth from the smaller towns of the county. 

Can any reason be given why nearly three fourths of all the per- 
sons sent to the county farm should be transported to nearly the 
extreme western part of the county, a distance of thirty-seven 
miles by rail from Manchester and twenty miles distant from 
Nashua, The cost of transporting a person from Nashua to the 
House of Correction at Wilton, is $5; from Manchester $6 each. 
The amount paid by the county for tr ansporting this elass for the 
year 1874, was $536.00, for the year 1875, $486.00. 

In addition to this charge i is the cost of transporting a large 
number of paupers to and from the county farm who are so un- 
fortunate as to be obliged to find a home there. 

Expense of paupers not at the farm has materially increased 
within the past three years and it is found very difficult matter 
to get a person to consent to go to the county farm, having a 
strong antipathy against being sent so far away from their friends 
and kindred, in many instances to be buried amongst stran- 
gers in unconsecrated grounds. This class of people lin- 
ger in poverty until disease confines them to beds of sickness, and 
then the county is obliged to pay large amounts for their care. 

Had the county farm been located midway between Manches- 
ter and Nashua, say at Reed’s or Thornton’s Ferry, near the rail- 
road station, not only the two cities but a large number of the 
towns of the county would be better accommodated and this 
poor and unfortunate class more easily cared for, and a saving of 
thousands of dollars per annum to the county. 

A large number of persons have been relieved and assisted by 
the county during the past year as follows:

Upon a careful examination it is estimated that over two 
thirds of this large burden to the county is caused by intem per- 
ance.
